We were not advanced above muſquer ſhox 
towards the place where we ſaw them in firſt, bur 
we perceivd a long Caverne, at the mouth of 
which we found 3 Schiffs, or wherrys drawn up 
upon rowlers. Our Guide called Charmont , Sub- 
Brigadier to Mr- de Ville-Maxr ;( who had had 
frequent affaires with thuſe Savages ) told us that 
they had moſt of them the ſane ar rheir ſeveral 
Caves, and that they never us'd them but upon 
ſome certaine delign , which when they had ac- 
compliſh'd, they drew them back again with in- 
credible agility , and addrefle. | 

Being paſlt a little way into. this Den, we per- 
ceiv'd light in ſeveral places towards the botrome, 
which made us beleive there were variety of paſ- 
ſages by which thoſe Brutes might vpon occafion 
g0 forth to what part they pleaſed of the Ifle, cſpe- 
cially rowards the ſhore, where they Jay their 
lictle Piquerons ; all which was confirm'd ro us by 
our experience ſooner then we delired, for having 
diſcoverd a parcell ot their hunted proviſions, which 
they kad very cleanly diſpos'd upon a ſhelf hanging 
i, the aire, 1n a very obſcure Corner, we took the 
Eoldnes to caſe them of chat care ; and returning to 
the Skiffs again that brought us aſhore, very well 
Pleas'd with our prize, we fouud our ſelves ſudden- 
ly inveſted with to great a number of that inraged 
kind of cattell, that they ſeem'd to ſpring out of all 
parts of the ſhore in a moment, and that which 
ſurpriz'd us moſt was that at the ſame time they 
were running after us with their Fils upon the 
ſhore, at the ſame time a great number of little 
boats, and wherryes adygnc'd to intercept us at _

But by great happineſs thoſe who were ſent from 
our Ships for frelh provilions, having diſcern'd the 


danger we were In, came immediaiely in to our af- 


fiſtance, and were fain ro make uſe of all the cre- 
dit their commerce gives them with that Nation, 
to get us out of their hands ; which yet they could 
not obteine , *till we had pay'd lufhciently dear for 
har we had ſo uvnjuſtihably ſtellen. 

We left this Gulfe with a good gale of wind 
ftcering direiy for Malta, where we arrived the 
18th of Oftober: ſo that we ſpent 25 dayes in 
making bur 400 leagues, for they count it no more 
berwixt Toulon and this place, 

We continned there 4 dayes, during which time 
Mr. Fucillade had ſeveral private Conferences with 
the Grand Maſter : it was immediatly belciv'd ir 
was to ſollicite hum to ſend ſome releit t90, and to 
perſwade him with us to attempt ſomething jn 
favour of the Yerctians , and the intereſt of the 


Church, that might be worthy of the honor of thar 


Order. | 
In ſhort that very day we came aboard againz 


the Grand eAMaſicr call'd all his Knights together, 


and in a long harargue repreſented ro them how 
much more it was their intereſt ro aſfiſlt rhe Town 
of Candy, than the French, who had no other in- 
Nipativn, but the c:mmcn cuncernment of the 
Church. He added thar it would be grear diſhonour 
for them to doe nothing for their releif, neither in

From Malta to Candia, is reckoned about 300 
French leagues, which we made in leſs then 13 
dayes, for on the laſt of Oftober we found our 
ſelves in the entrance into the White Sea, betwixe 
Morea and Candia, which are not above 25 leagues 
aſunder, in whick when we were a little advanc'd 
we difcover'd before us two little Iflands hard by - 
one anzthier,the biggeſt of which runs out towards 
Canea and is called the Cerignes , and the lefler 
towards Morea, and is called little Corigo. | 
We had ſome difficulty in paſſing theſe Iſles, by 
rexſon of a great number of Rocks interſperſed, 
but after having well conſider'd, we could not leave 
Cerignes tothe leeward , without running up too

' near to Canea, nor Cerigo to the other hand , withs 


out fetching too great a compaſs, which would be 
no leſs dangerous, ſecing we mult have coaſted 
upon Aoria, the wind being gentle we relolv'd 
ro paſs amonglt the Rocks, which we ct:Qed at 
laſt with great trouble , but no prejudice at all. 

The firlt of November we cami jato Stardia, 2 

little Iſle ſome 6 or 7 leagues from Candia, waich 
is nothing but a Jong Mountain which ſhelters the 
Veſſels in its Harbor, and is the chief reaſon the 
Venetian Fleet lyes there. | 
This Ile is inhabited by Greeks , but no leſs 
barbarous and rude, then the betore mention'd 
Savages in Sardizia : They have no other Trade 
with Strangers, but for powder and bullet,of which 
they have particular need, their imployments and 
livelyhood , being nothing but hunting , which is 
very plentifull ja that Iſſe. The ſame day at 5 in the 
evening Mr. Fucillade put himſelf into a Gally 
(with Mr. de Ferclon and ſome other Voluntiers) 
which attended chere to bring him to Candy , where 
as ſoon as he was arrived he went with Mr. Moro- 
ſins , Captain General of the place, to veiw the 
works at S. Andrce and Sabomera.

The Yenetians were at firſt ſurprized with the 


23 propolition , and repreſented to Mr. Fucillade the 


ruth and no more, that there was indeed honour 
to be hoped for by the French in ſo daring an en- 
terprize , but that there was alſo- great prejudices 
would follow upon the Yeretiars, nor could thar 
little honour be*acquired , bur at a very dear 
rate. 

In ſhort there was but ſmall appearance , that

As ſoon as we were come off from the fight, and 
awn up in good oxder under our Colours , the

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Brigades of S. Paul, and Caderoufſe , who were 
left in the Falſe-Bray to ſecure our retreat , had or- 
der ro march ſome paces towards us, both rogerher 
in front , that they might appear the more nume- 
rous, which contributed much to our ſafety : for 
the Turks who were juſt ready to fall upon us, | 
ſeeing them advance, imagin'd they were freſh 3, 
forces ſent out of the Town to relieve us , and to; 
inable us for a new ingagement, whereupon they | 
choſe rather to ſtand upon their guard , than ts al- | 
fail us: We no ſooner obſery'd their reſolution, 
bur we began our retreat immediately ,and to make 
the more advantage of their miſtake , we retreated 
ſep by ep, very flowly , faccing abont ever and 
anon , as if we would return to the charge ; When 
we came near that place in the Falſe-Bray , where 
the two holes were made for our coming out: The 
two Brigades which appear'd ſo opportunely , 
enter'd into it, and at the ſame time we began to 
file off, twoand two, to get in again, as we got 
out , but ſo as every rank diſcharg'd before ey 
enter'd; This made the Turks look upon it as an 
artifice to draw them into ſome ambuſcade , and 
they were thee more gull'd into that opinion , by 
obſerving the Brigades of S. Paul , and Caderouſe 
to diſappear at the ſame time we drew off. In 10 
much as it may be truly aſſerted that chis ftratagem 
(which cannot be attribured to any thing bur the 
good conduct of Mr. Fueidade , ſaved the lives of 
all of us that were left: for it is cleer , had the 
Turks charg'd us again but with their ſwords in 
their hands , there had been ſcarce any of us alive; 
But by good fortune, and their diffidence, we rs

have taken afrer we had eſcapt:ſo mapy dangers, 
was totally diſturb'd by our ſorrow for our los, 
having leſt near ſix ſcore Gemlemen dead and 
wounded-, behind us in their Trenches, whoſe

& head of the. Marquis de Doradour , for the delicacy 


of ics tinure , and the excellence of his haire, 
which he had got tyed up in treſſes the night before, 
that it might give him no trouble in his charge. He 
made that be ſet up upon a large Piller in rhe midſt 
of all the reſt , after he had kept it ſeveral days, 
to ſhow it as a wonder to his friends. | 

Of {ix hunderd Gentlemen that arrived in Candy, 
after this ſally there remain'd not above 2 3o of 
which there were fifty at leaſt wounded and lick, 
moſt of which number are lince dead.

They have another peculiar ceremony , and that 
15 tO conlecrate ſeveral Hoſtes upon Holy T harſday, 
xelerving them apart to be communicated to thoſe 
that are lick during that year, 
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Confeſſion , Extream-UnQion , Ordination. of 
Prieſts, and Marriages they doe uſe in the ſame 
manner almoſt with us : Nevertheleſs the bonds of 
their Marriages are not fo ſtrong as ours , ſeeing 
they doe breake them frequently upon trifling oc- 
calions, but this is but in ſome particular occaſions, 
and principally in £Adoſcovy. 

Their faſting , and abſtinence from certain meats, 
much more aultere then amongſt us ; they obſerve 
all the antient faſts , that is they cat but once a day, 
towards the evening , and beſides their obſervation 
of Wedneſdays and Fridays throughout the year, 
they have four Lents, which the Layity keep 
with almoſt the fame ſeverity as the Religious ; 
The furſt is the ſame with ours, and laſts ſeven 
weeks. The ſecond begins the morning after the 
Otaves of the Pentecoſt. The third is of fifreen- 
days , commences the firſt of Auguſt , and holds - 
o the Aſſumption of the [Virgin e Mary, which is 
their bc. Feaſt : The fourth1aſts all the time 
of the Advent , which begins fifteen days before 
ours. 

The Laiques doe not immitate the Prieſts and 
Monks , leſs ſtritly in the —_—_ of their 
prayers, then in the auſterity of their faſts. There 
is a great number ofthem , which recite the Bre- 
viary , as they doe, and on Sundays and Feſtivals, 


I man, woman, and child fail not (without grear 
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necellity) to be preſent at Church ffom 2 a clock. 
in the morning , ſinging of Hymnes till Sun riling, 
after which time they retire till nine, and then meer 
apain, to be preſent at Maſs: Aftcr digner they 
© ms to Yeſpers as the Catholicks doe , but with 
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much more exaQneſs : moſt of the Prieſts and the 
people place their principal devotion in the worſhip 
of the Virgin Mary: They have no Muſique in 
their Churches : The women never fit intermin- 
gel'd with the men , bur are plac'd apart where they 
can neither ſee nor be ſeen , but thorow a lettice. 
Preaching they uſe bur _ ſeldome ; nay one of 
their Monks being accus'd of having preach'd in 
Lent, Eaſter , and Chriſtmas, was baniſh'd to 
Mount Sinay, by the Patriarch of Conſtants- 
nople. 


Their prayers for the Dead, their Invocation of 


Saints , their confidence not only in their prayers 
and interceſſions, but in their merit and allRance, 
their veneration for Reliques, and their worſhip-

ing of Images, is the ſame with ours , with this 
ſmall difference only , they have no ſtarues , nor 
' images emboſt in their Church , but in flat paint- 
ing great ſtore , yet an te not abſolutely rejeR 
them , for they are to be found ſometimes in the 
Chapels of their Canons. 
And this is in few words what I could learn of 
the Doctrine, and diſcipline of the Greek Church : 
I ſuppoſe it is ſufficient ro confirm you in the opi- 
nion you have always had of it , that unleſs it be in 
the queſtion about the Proceſſion of the Holy Ghoſt, 
the eſtate of Souls after the death of their bodys, 
and the Celtþacy of their Prieſts , there is no eſſen- 
tial difference betwixt that and ours : For which 
reaſon I ſhall return ro my firſt ſubje& , in which 
It remains, that I give you a ſhort accomprt of the 
number of men in the Town, the diverliry of Na- 
tions of which they conſiſt , their ſeveral Poſts, -ey 
45-968 £ fo - hi 
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which way they have ſubliſted ſo long ; at the ex- 
pence of the Venetian. 

When we came away , we left the Garriſon 
much weaken'd , as well as the Auxiliary Troops : 
The number of Companys was large enough , bur 
the Souldiers that compos'd them were very few : 
Some there were which had not aboye 4 or 5 men 
left; the reſt were generally not above a dozen 
er fifteen , and the fulleſt Company of all had no 
above 25. In ſo much as there were in a manner, as 
o_ Officers as Souldiers. | 

e Regiment of Savoy, which at firſt was 6000 
men , Was reduc'd to 2000. Yet all theſe relits 
put together , amounted to near 5000 men, be- 
{ides the Inhabitants, which were about 4000, 
and all at the charge of the Yenetian , as well as 
the Soldiers. 

The force of the Garriſon is compos'd, of Greeks, 
Slavomans , Italians , Germans, ſome Swiſſes, 
Savojards (which is their greateſt foreign force ) 
French (moſt Officers) and Knights of 24alea, who 
alone have the Guard of the Breach of S. Andre : 
The French, Savoyards , Germans , and the few 
Swiſs there are there, have their Poſts in the our- 
works and places attacx'd: The Greeks, Slavonians, 
and Italians haye the Guard oi the Generals doors, 
the Gates of the Town, and other places where 
the enemy have not made their approaches. The 
Towns men in all places , being oblig'd upon the 
leaſtalarm, to be in armes, and if after the bear of 
the Drum they be found without , they are ſhor 
immediately upon the place. 

Thoſe who underſtand nothing of the addreſs and 
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olicy of the Venetian doe wonder how they have 
235 able to ſuſtein the charges of ſo tedieus a war, 
againſt ſo potent an enemy. And indeed to conſider 
the proviſion for that Garriſon , the Ships they are 
conſtrain'd to keep at Sea, the frequent levies 
they are forc'd to make, the recruits , the Ammu- 
nition , the Officers pay , the Convoys , and the 
quantity of Viftuals they are conſtantly ſending, 
not for the Garriſon enly , but the Inhabicants 
themſelves, both men , women and children, one 
would think fo great 2 charge would have ex- 
hauſted the treaſury of that Repwblique , and ruin'd 
its Citizens. For which reaſon I ſhall give you an 
accorpt of their occonomy , according to the bel} 
information I could gain. 

You know very well already that the auxiliary 
forces , as the Popes , the Malteſes, the Saveyards, 
are nv charge to that Republique , no more then the 
Germans and we were, when we were there; but it 
may be you doe not know that theſe ſupplys doe 
contribute to the ſubliſtance of thoſe who are un- 
der their pay, and that they haye a cunning way of 
paying their Officers without money , and this is 
it ] delire you would underftand, 

The whole trade of Candy , and the reſt of the 
Iſles under the dominion of the Venetian, being 
manap'd to the advantage of that common wealth, 
under the direCtion of a Proveditor General, and the 
Inhabicants reſtrain'd from tranſporting , or ſelling 
their commoditys to any body elſe; it maſt ne- 
ceſſarily depend upon him to ſet what price he 
pleaſes upon ſuch proviſions as are brought 15::9 
the Town, In ſo much as the auxiliary f-- "3 
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conſtrain'd to pay three or four times as much as 
they coft , which yeilds them very great gain , and 
facilitates the pR_ of the Soldiers , which is 
done commonly with Tickets, which they diſcharge 
with very little money z For they having no leſs 
need of proviſions then the Officers of the Auxi- 
liary Troops , are forc'd to take them off at the 
ſame price, in payment of their Tickets, by which 
means they diſcharge Tickets of 10 Crowns, 
with25 , and by this peice of .condu@ and ceco- 
nomy , aw, - maintain 3 or 49e0 Soldiers in that 

Town, at lefs charge then 5oe in an other place. 
Yet notwithſtanding this policy of the YVenetias, 
in paying their forces with Vittuals : The Officers 
have had great reaſon to complain of the ſtopage 

| of their money, for indeed they give them bur litt 
of that : which renders thera all very poor and mi- 
ſcrable that ingage in their ſervice. For if it be true 
| that want of money is the greateſt miſery a Soldier 
| can ſuffer amongſt all _— of a Siege, 
| "ris moſt certain their condition in Candy , cannot 
| bur be extream , ſeeing they not only are always 
without money , but without hopes of any here- 
aſter , their Tickets being pay'd , without receivi 
| a farthing, Upon which conſideration , am 
'Þ all the Reformado Officers, that were with os, 
there was but one (how indigent ſoever they were) 
who would take 14.1 ep under them , except 
two more, which had icapt fianging very narrowly 
at Paris : Trae it is there were two or three of our 
moſt conſiderable Voluntiers , who for particular 
reaſons delir'd to have ſtay'd : But Mr. S. Andre 
would by no means hear of it , but told them he

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would be counted fooles or mad men , by all that 
Knew the condition of that place, if they perliſted 

' in that humour : In ſhort he acquainted Mr. Fae:l- 
lade , who oblig'd them to go along , in fpight of 
all their importunity to the contrary. 

The fourth of F:nuary we took our Jeaves of 


Candy , under the favour of a darkiſh evening , yet 


we could not doe it ſo privately , bur the enemy 
diſcover'dit, though it was {o late, we were gt 
out of the reach of their Canon, before they began 
to give ns their ſalyos, which they did very libe- 
rally , firing into all parts of rhe Harbour , out of 
which we paſt with our 3 Veſlels, the Duke Ad- 
miral , the Afermaid, and another , in. which our 
wounded and lick men were put , to the number of 
fifty or threeſcore. | 
By the way vir I think it not amiſs to let you 
underſtand that in Candy, and almoſt quite thorow 
the Levant , they have a way of treating their lick, 
very much differen; from ours, yet very convenient 
and. of Jitzle expence ; They ſuffer them to have 
neither fleſh, nor eggs , nor broths , nor ſyrrops, 
nor gelleys : The uſe of theſe things being obſerv'd 
to be mortally dangerous ; for the whole nouriſh- 
ment they give them, js only a certain drink made 
of water and (lices of bread crumbled into it , and 
boy1d upon the fire, to ſuch a degree rill the bread 
and the water be brought ta a kind of a conliſtance, 
which they call a Pazade, which is to be taken as 
hot as broath: This liquour is indeed not over plea- 
ſ2nr to be taken,nor proper ta recover ones ſtrength, 
(torit is obſery'd , all thoſe who take are on the 


other [ide very weake and feeble) but it carrys this 
adyantage 
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advantage along With it , that the feaver being once 
gone , they need not aboye 3 of 4 days to recovet 
their health and their fleſh. | 

We return'd by Standia, where we were at an- 
chor as we came. The weather being croſs we were 
forc'd to ſtay there to the 24 , at Which time our 


impatience made us reſolve to take the opportunity 


of a very ſtrong gale of wind, which however 
dangerous, might carry us with full ſayles a great 
way in alittle time : But that wind blowing hard 
into the month of the Harbour , our greateſt diffi- 
culty was to get out to Sea; The Yenetian Gallys 
that came on purpole to tow us out , were not able 
themlelves to Keep at Sea: Three times they a:- 
tempted to hale us out by force of oares, bur all 
three times they were diſapointed, and weleft in 
oreac danger of the Rocks that are there about, for 
our Ships being forc'd together now and then, to 
avoid the Rocks,they ſtruck againlt one another f9 
violently , they were in great danger of miſcar- 


rying : Bur at laſt they marag'd things ſo well we - 


got the wind in our ſayles , making the whole Topr 
of Candy, and palfing as far as Cerige, over thoſe 
Rocks which we icap'd with ſo much difhculry as 
We came. 

We were ſcarce out of ſight of thoſe Iſlands but 
were taken with a furious tempeſt , which diſperit 
our 3 Ships : The Admiral wherin Mr. Fxeillade 
was , was carry'd with great impetuolity upon the 
coaſt of Barbary , where he had been trrecoverably 
run on ground , had®not one of the crew by ac- 
cident diſcover d Mount Givel in Sicily , and 
(without knowing what Mountain 1t was) given 
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us the alarri that we were upon the coaſt of Bay: 
bary within three leagues of Cape-Bon , where we 
found the Veſſeliwith our ſick men : from thence 
we ſet ſayle for Malta, but could not make it in 


two days time, by reaſon of the variety of winds 


from ſeveral points z we were forc'd to coaſt up 
and downe there for ſome time by little and little 
ro gain the entry into that Harbour , where we 
found the Afermead with Mr. S. Paul , his family, 
and the reſt of his Brigade : We ſtayd there only 
two days to refreſh our ſelves, and went away the 
fourth of February. 

Mr. le Comte de S. Paxl, whoſe deſign was to 
paſs thorow Italy, went on ſhore for ſome days to 
caſe himſelf of an infirmity in one of his legys : he 
kept only ſuch of his ſervants as were neceſlary 
about him, and ſent the reſt in the Mermaid along 
with us, which was very happy for him , for the 
ſame Ship happen'd to be vilited with the plague by 


the way : 66 of his men todye of ir: 
ing not ſeen the Grand Maſter when he 
was there betore, by reaſon of a certain ſcruple he 


made to receive with the Title of Highneſs , not- 
withſtanding the aſſurance was given him that his 
Highneſs de Longueville his Brother , had given him 
- the Principality of Nexchatel in Swizerland : But 
this difficulty was accommodated at his return by 
an ingenious expedient : It was contriv'd that Mr. 
S. Paul ſhould make his complement in French, 
and the Grand Maſter his return in Ttalian, and 


that the Interpreter in repeating the words of Mr. 
S. Paxl ſhould have care to give him the Title of 
Highneſs /n this manner , His Highneſs gives 
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your Eminence to underſtand. And in explaining the 
words of the Grand eMafter , ro Mr. S. Paal, he 
ſhould ſay , His Eminence tells your Highneſs. 
And this expedient was found very agreable, as 
not engaging , either one or the other , beyond the 
the rules of their Ceremonies in any of their enter- 
tainments by which means they had two or three 
meetings, With great ſatifation on both ſides. 
From e Halta wt came witha faire wind into the 
Tuſcan Sea, coaſting all along upon the ſhore to 
gain Porto longors (between the Ifle of Corſe, and 
the Elbe) from whence the paſſage is not a little 
dangerous to Genoa ; fram whence we paſt (with- 
out coming to an anchor any where) to the lſles of 
Teres , Which are not above two or three ſmall 
leagues from Towlon ; where during the Quarantine 
we made , I had leiſure to look over my Memoires, 
and to reconlider the variety of dangers we had paſt 
both by Land and by Sea, in this expedition , 
thereby to give you as full and as exa&t a Relation 


as you delir'd,

provilions , well furniſht which Cannon, Morrter- 
peices, Gernados, Firebals, Mines, and all things 
che miſcheivous invention of mankind could con- 
trive for their deſtruRion ? Yet ſuch was their 
Courage, and ſo far were they fortunate , they 
beat them out of ſeven of their redoubts, routed c 
them in four ſeveral charges , and repell'd them to

\ I That the Lunenburgers , Bavarians, and other 
lupplys from /7enice were at hand , and would a- 
bundancly recompence the loſs of them ; Thar ho 
hop'd by their Comportment {ince they came, they 
»$ad given ſuch teſtimony of themicves ,, they 
vere in no danger of any, diſhonorable aſperlion, 
aÞ} hat there was nothing L be expected, but by 
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rxayſing the Siege , which would be the work of 
A Con iderable Army , and not a handful of men; 
that he would with his utmoſt endeavours move 
and excite his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to under- 
rake it again, and give him a faithful accompt 
of rhe danger they were in ; that he was unwillin 
to leave them in an Exigence, and his whole Bri- 
gade were of the ſame Judgement,but that by con- 
tinuing there he ſhould but defraud his Majeſty 
of ſo many of his Nobles , as might Command a 
conſiderable part of the new force he did hope 
would be ſent, without doing any thing of im- 
portance for the benefit of the Town. 
' Towhich General AMoroſins reply'd, that he was 
ſorry for their departure , but moſt of all for the 
Occaſions ; that in the name of the whole Stare 
of Venice, and all Chriſtendom beſides, he gaye him 
thanks for what he had done ; that their Enter- 
rize had been noble and honorably manag'd; that 
e had aſfiited him more vigorouſly in his laſt 
Sally , had he nor wanted men , and apprehended 
too rationally , leſt the Turks ſhould have layd 
hold of the Opportunity , and ( falling on the 
other ſide) have carryed the Town ; he ira) «; 
ledg'd their Fidelity, applauded their Valour, and 
having earneſtly defir'd him, as much as in hin 
lay , to diſpoſe his Majeſty once more to their r: 
lief, he promis'd him what accommodation th: 
Town could afford in Order to their embark 
ment. 
| Things being ated in this manner, fome few days 
were allow'd to the refreſhment of the wounc 
ed and fick, and to the repoſe of ſuch as were well

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and in the mean time all Convenient preparatiori 
was in order to their return. 


In the beginning of Fanxary all things being rea: 
dy , they Soning ot? heb Galleys.in the Fort 
ot Tramatra. The Town expreſt ſome ſorrow for 
their departure, and payd them ſome formalities 
at their Shipping ; and that the Turks themſelves 
might bear a part in the Geremony , they gave 
them ſeveral Volleys from the platform of Prams, 
and all their Batteries on that ſide, but without any 
Conliderable prejudice z they hoyſting ſayle and 
falling off to Standi« immediately. _ 

The weather being ruffe, he was forc'd for ſome 

| time to attend at Srand;a for a fair wind , which 
| at length coming happily about he embrac'd , and 
| in ſhort time came ſafely ro Malta thorow all the

The Grand Maſter underſtanding

4 to the Common fate and uncertaifty of War. That 
4 he was ſorry the cuſtome of that. Iſland would 
not admit him (coming from a place infeed) till 
- his Quarentine was made : That if he were per- 
ſwadable to that}, he would promiſe him a ſuitable 
Reception afterwards ; if otherwiſe ; rhat he 
4 would take ſuch orders as ſhould ſupply him withi

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whatever the Iſland could afford in the mean 
t1Me. 

* M.Fyeillade return'd him his thanks accepted the 
kindneſs br proffer'd for the ſupply of his Fleer, 
and three or four dayes he ſtayd there to refreſh; 
Bur, the grinds of his party being at home , and 
the memory of their miſ: fortunes too heavy upon 
rhele heatts , they covid nor reliſh the civility 
they recejv'd chere , nor be ſarish'd with any thing 
but the quickneſs of their retorn. 

M. $. Paul* having deligned to make a viſit in 
S:cily,and from rhence paſs by Rome and Iraly into 
Frence , yas perſwaded tn ſtay in Malta for ſome 
time, where at length, afrer a juſt atrendance, be- 
mg admitted *to his firft vilit to the Grand Maſter, 
to avoi& fome '/pun&ijos of” Ceremony, which 
he had been otherwiſe oblig'd ro , he was receiy'd 
mHhHed - and two days after his viltt return'd at his 
own Lodging, with no ſmall kindneſs and civility: 
In hom Mz St. Pal rectiv'd many honors from 
him , rhe Jaſt of whick' was, that he Commanded 
two of his Gatleys to attend him ro Meſſina for 
kisſecuricy and Guard, 4h 

M. Fxeiffade's reſolution being to go along with 
his party , he ſer fayl for Thoulo», pratifying 
thereby the impatience of his Soldiers , . who 
were already weary of rhoſe parts, and importu- 
nately. defirous of the Compitfion of their friends. 
But his Calamity being yer incomplexr, it plcaſed 
God to 2M'& him once more, and to viſit one of 
his ſhips with fo fyrions a plague , that it ſweps 
away moſt of. them before they 'came a ſhoar ;; 


a5 tf providetce had been offendes ar his deparrore, 
and 
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and judg'd it ignoble and indecent for him to de- 
ſcrt ſo pious an Enterprize with ſo many men. 

Having brought the remainder of his forces to 
the Iſles of Teres (which are certain ſmall Iſlands 
at no great diſtance from Toxlon) he left them 
there till further Orders ; himſelf haſting rhither 
befure ; which being done, and ſuch quatters and 
accommodation as was neceſſary provided for 
them , they were Landed forthwith , and diſpos'd 
in ſuch manner as with leaſt prejudice to the Inha- 
batants, w2s moſt convenient for them. 

It was not long before his affaires at Touloz 
were ſo well ſettlcd, there remain'd nothing for 
him to do, but ro make his perſonal accompr to 
bis e3ajeſty , not only of his own Condu@ and 
occurrences, but of the preſent poſture and Con- 
dition of the Town, which how couragiaus ſoeyet 
within , and ſupported with promiles from a- 
Froad , was notwithſtanding ſo preſt and oyer- 
Jayd by the dayly ſupplys and advancements of 
the Turks , that withour a more vigorous and 
ſpeedy alliftance, thete was bur ſmall hopes of de-

For the Turks had not only recetiy'd confide- 
rable recruits, great quantity of Proviſions, and 
all the incouragement that ready money , and fair 
promiſes could give them , bart they had lodg'd 
themſelves at the foot of the Baſtion of St. Anare, 
poſlelt themſelves of the Pruilz and Scotthere and 
rais'd ſuch platformes there as playd upon occaliort 
ſo EffteQually into the Harbour of Tramg74 , the 
Gallys could neither enter nor rtemain there but 
with great hazard a inſecurigy.

which they were beginning to throw up within the

d pf the French, or his own affiduity had given him, 
efþe was quicken'd and excited by the noiſe of new

ling was grown dead and inconſiderabie, and their 
ſt Þpirits turbulent and tumultuous ; the length and

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attend the motion of ſuch forces as were expeQ- 
. ed from Aſia, or Aﬀrick , another was to ply a- 
bout the Coaſts of Greece for the ſame purpoſe, 
and the third ro be cruiling about the land of 
Candis, to pick up thoſe that by the means of the 
weather or any other Accident , ſhould eſcape 
from the vigilance of the other, = 

Nor was - the delign abſolutely ineffeQual , 
though it rook not to that degree it was hoped : 
General Moroſint took ſeveralSaichs and other (mall 
veſſels intended for Canea, and forc'd the Grand 
Segnior to march moſt of his forces from Conſtan- 
rtinople and other ports (where they lay ready to 
be ecmbark'd,) to eHorea by land, to evade the 
danger of being taken by Sea, from whence by the 
connivance of the night, (it being not above ten 
hours ſayle) they could with more certainty and 
convenience convey them to the Grand Viſier.

" that ſhore, gave them no ſmall interruption in 
their progreſs before the Town, in ſo much tha 
the Grand Segnior himſelf began to be impatient, 
and to upbraid the Vilier with his delay ; But 
length in ſpight of their watchfulneſs on both(ides, 
the Vilier had 7000. new rays'd men, and 2000,

Faniſaries landgd at Spinalonga, to the great Cor-ſhav 
roboration and incouragement of his Camp : andſinto 
General Aforoſins return'd with 2000. freſh men,ſforr 
ſeventeen hundred barrels of Powder , and ſuchſſping 
other tecruits of money and proviſions as mighthſper 
encourage and enable them to hold out till theyſgen

ſhould receiye more conſiderable ſupplys. 
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And- now the Alarm being taken on all hands; 
2nd the condition of that Town known all over 
Chriſtendom , it was not to- be doubted bur all 
Chriſtian Princes would be concern'd, and contri- 
bate their aſſiſtance , according to their intereſt or 
affeion, 

His Holyneſs being Father of them all, and by 
eonſequence moſt proper for ſo general aNegc- 
tation, by his Nuntios in Spain and in France 
he ſolicites very earneſtly for their aſſiſtance , he 
tells them the importance of the place, of what ad- 

{vantage to Chriſtendom , not ſo much in reſpe&& 
Yof the native Commadities, or the convenience 
of the Port, as that it was as it were a ſtop and 
[period to the Tyranny of the Turks ; That the 
/enetian had hitherto maintain'd it at his own 
charge, though the benefit accrewed to them all : 
[that after two years contelt and reluQance, as it 
were upon their own bottom only, it was no 
| wonder if they totrer'd at laſt having ſo powerful 
njand ſo wealthy an enemy to deal with ; Thar ir 
nj would have great refic@ion not only upon the po- 
tflicies , but the Religion of the Chriſtians , ſhould 
,lihey fir ſtill and ſuffer ſo ſerviceable a member to 
de cur'off, without indeavouring by timely appli- 
{cations to repell the fury of the Gangreen. Thar 
.Jihe Turks had made a progreſs beyond what could 
ſhave been imagined , had brought their mines 
dIinto the middle of the Town, and with their plat-'_ 
1, forms and Batteries, gon a great way in ſtop- 
kJ ping up che Harboyrs , yet the Town was not de+. 
c{ſperate, nor their danger inſuperable ; it their Exi- 
yIgence was great, it muſt de great Princey cs 
' | * =-> HIEVE 
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lieve them, and whither could he addreſs himſelf 
with more Confidence, then to them who were 
always the greateſt enemies to Paganilm , and 
the greateſt propugnors of the Chriſtian faith. 

The Spaniard acknowledges the propoſal , la- 
ments the condition of the Town,promiſes his Gal- 
leys of Naples and Sicily , and ſome Land forces 
from Milan, and pretends, his aſſiſtance ſhould 
have been much greater , but that the King of 
France his late invalion of Flanders , and his new 
pretences , Kkzpt them in fo conſtant and chargea- 
ble an apprehenſion , that they could not ratio- 
nally part with any more, unle(s they would ex- 


pole themſelves roo grolly , and give him an ad. 


vantage they might never recover , to which they 
ſuggeſted the minority of their Prince. 

Bur the King of France to remove that objeQi- 
on, and incline them to as vigorous an engage- 
ment in that Enterprize as himſelf, aſlur'd. his 
Holineſs upon the Honor of a King , he would in 
no manner whatever diſturbe them tor a twelve 
month , and as if he had fear'd his word alone 
would not have been taken by the Spaniard , he 
applys himſelf ſo ardently ro the ſending of relief, 
that they might be certain he was not able to 
drive on two ſuch Enterprizes at once , neither his 
ſtock nor his rime being iuftcient to bear ir. 

He acquainted his Holineſs with his Reſolution 
of ſending eight thouſand men under the Com- 
mand of the Duke of Navailles, and that he would 
give orders to the Duke of Beaxfort (his Admiral 
at Sea) to prepare againſt e.ay ſuch a number of 


his Galleys and men of War as ſhould be ſufhcient

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to tranſport and ſecure them , he deſired that his 
Holineſs would in the mean time make uſe of his 
paternal influence upon the Princes cf Iraly , that 
there would be neceflity of intermediate ſupplys,to 
keep up their ſpirits and ſupport them till more 
came; That the Duke of Modena Mantua,and Parma 
in reſpe@ of their ſcituation ; and vicinity to the 
Sea were tO be ſolicited for leveys,which in a ſhort 
time might be Embark'd, and at Candja before 
others on Ship-board : ahd that his Holineſs Gal- 
leys ( which he had intimated ſhould be ſent) 
might be ready at ſuch a Rendezvouz as ſhould be 
2greed on 1n the mean time. 

And that his words and actions might corre{s 
ond, and the World rake notice and obſerve 
Lon little he confidered the diſtance of the place, 
the dangers by the way , nor the difhculties there, 
when honor and Religion call'd fo loud for his 
aſſiſtance, the Duke of Beanfort is Commanded 
immediately to the Fleet to fr up ſuch a numbet 


fot his Ships with all praQticable diligence as ke 
Should think Competent tor the delign. And the

The 28. of February the Duke of Beaufort tool 
his leave of his Majeſty, repairing with all ſpee 
to his charge, accompany'd with tae Chevalier 
Vendoſme his Nephew , and ſeveral great Othcerf| 
and perſons of quality. 

He was no ſooner arriv'd at Tox{or but he fell Pa 
immediately to his buſineſs with all imaginabl( << 
Providence and dexterity , preparing all thing 
neccflary for his Voyage ; he view'd the Shipf 
ſurvey'd the Equipage , encouraged the Office 
and rewarded the Sea-men ; in ſhort whatever w 
wanting was provided , and what everwas neceF;. 
ſary was done, Ne" 
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Nor was the Duke of IVavailles leſs aRive at 
home , having finiſhed his Leavys , and taken 
what care was pollible for their accommodation” 
by the way, Orders were given for their march, 
and as in great Actions there are no paſſages,ſo tri- 
vial ſlight, from whence the capricious will not 
lake occaſion to make their conjeAure and pre- 
age , ſon this there was an accident (though ſad 
in it ſelf yer otherwiſe of no great importance as- 
$:0 the main of the deligne) which poſſes'd many 
Jpcople with an ominous preſage, and was no (mall 
{diſcouragement to the expeRation of the World :

Befides which , that others might be provokt 
to the ſame merit and fidelity, Leonard e Moro' 
Commiſſary extraordinary to the Yenertian Fleer, 
having, during the whole ſeries of the war, given 
larpe reſtimony of his Condu@ , upon his ſolemne 
requeſt was permitted to religne, and made 2 
Member of the Grand Councel as a reward of his 
ſervice. | 

And as if the living were too few, to afford 
objeRs, for their piety; Cartarino Cornero, (a per- 
ſon of Singular Eminence and worth , and often 
mrruſted with their greateſt affaires) having been 
unfortunately (lain in a ſally upon the Turks , his 
body was Order'd to be convey'd to Yenree, where 
he was afterward interred with extraordinary ſo- 
lemnity,and an honorableMonument erected to his 
memory, at the charge of the State, and his 
wr innobled with the Order of Knight- 
hood. 

In this manner the Munificence and liberality of 
the Senate., vying as it were with the conrage of 
the Soldiers, all things went on cheerfully and 
p (well, nor could all} the Mines , the Cranadoes, 
e he affaults from wichom , The Duty , the dan- 
ers, the diſtrefſes within, diſmxy or affcighe 
hem co the Jeaſt overture of a ſurrender , Got 
vith- invincible conflancy and Vigilance they En- 


ounter'd xt} the diffcultys of the Siege , and fru- 

ated alt rhe Siratagemes of the enemy. 

By rhis'trme che Men of War were come about 

rom Rechet, and Breſt, the day for their Em- 
Gg 2 barke- 
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barkement growing ſudden at hand : That their 
proviſions might be (ſuitable ro the greatneſs of 
- their number, and his men not lyable to any in- 
digence at Sea, the Duke of Beaufort preſt the 
Merchant-men in all che Harbours of Provence, 
whilſt the Count de Vivonne wanting Slaves for 
his Oars, by reward and perſwaſton prevail'd 
with his own men to ſupply them, ſo ready were 
they to ſerve for the honor of Chriſtendom in any 
capacity Whatever. 

W hillt theſe things were in agitation, his Holi- 
neſs ſent his Pontifical Standard to his Excellence 
the Duke of Beaufort , which was to be carryed 
in the French Admiral though Don Yinzenzo Roſ- 
piglioſi was to command as Generaliſlimo when 
the Fleets were together , but in his abſence , or 
in caſe of mortality, the Duke was to ſucceed, 

The Banner was very coſtly and rich , with 
our Saviour repreſented betwixt S Peter , and S. 
Paul, all very lively , and exquilitly wrovght, 
which was ſet up with great Solemnity , all the 
Artillery and ſmall ſhot giving their vollies , be- 
ſides the incredible acclamation of the people and 
Soldiers. 

I cannot omit in this place to make mention ot 
the Count de S. Paul, in M. Fueillades Expediti 
on , he had more then his ſhare, not only in the 
Gallaniry, Glory of his ations, bur in the great 
neſs of his ſufferings, he had been upon all D 
tys, upon all ſallys, under al) the anxietys anc 
incommuditys of the Tuwn, yet all this was nc 
ſuſhcient; ſpur'd on by a generous indignation fe 
tus tormer miſ-fortuncs , or a pious compunctio!

On the fifth of Fune, having receiv'd the Bene- 
dition of the Pope , and the acclamations of che 
people, after all the Ceremonious formalitys were 
over, they ſer ſayle for Candia, the greater Ships 
being Ordered before, ard .the Galleys coming 
after, the Rendezvouz being at Cherigo, an Iſland, 
ſome three and twenty leagves diſtance trom Can- 
aia,and not far from the Coaſt of eXorea, 

The weather and the wind did {cem to conſpire 
ro the ſucceſs of the Emterprize , conveying them 
in a ſhort time to the Road of Malta, and from 
thence to Cherigo, but the Galleys meeting with 
ſome accidents were forc'd in at Civita-vecchia,. 
where they were Complemented from his Ho- 
lineſs , and the Count de [':vonne , and the reſt of 
the Officers preſented with Medals of Gold and 
of Silver. 

The Popes Galleys were not long after them, 
but the weather being not altogether ſo propiti- 


J ous, they wereglad to put in at Naples, and take 


thoſe _—_ along with them, trom whence they 
paſt away for eleſſina, Where they joyn'd with, 
thoſe of S:cily, and advanc'd with all ſpeed to the 
Rendezvouz. - 

The Turks having the alarme of their approach, 


- | thoyght ir no time to be idte, they ply'd their 
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Mines, renew'd their Batteries, multiply'd their 
aſlaults, and with perpetual and indefatigable in- 
duſtry , poſleſt them ſelves of moſt part of rhe 
Baſtion of St. Andre : and becauſe the Town had 
made two Retrenchments within that Baſtion , 
which' gave them impediment , and hindred their 
advancement into the Town, by continual chun- 
dring. upon them with Canon of extraordinary 
bigneſs, they made two ſuch breaches that thirty 
men might mareh in a breaſt. 

This was an opportunity not to be dallyed with, 
all their forces were drawn up, and with as much 
privacy as could be, the Attack was began , and 
vrg'd with as much Vaiour and Eagernels as was 
 pollible 3 but the belieged expeRing what fol- 
low'd, and being prepared as vigoroſly to re- 
ceive them, they were ſeveral times repulled with 
the loſs of a conliderable number of their Soldiers, 
and many of their principal] Officers into the Bar- 
paine, Yet not without great miſchicf to the 
Town Geacomo. 

Contarint was hurt dangeroully in the arme, the 
Marquis de St. Andre in the thigh , and Collonel 
Pim (laine ; all which were perſons of no ſmall 
Eminence, and importance to the Garriſon. 

On the ſixtcenth of Aſay, the French Fleet 
roucht at Sapienra, a ſmall /ſtand on this lude of 
Morea, two days after which, the Popes Galleys, 
and the Galleys of e Halta arriv'd at Corfu ano- 
ther Iſland in the Mouth as it were of the eAdria- 
rique Sea, to whom on the three and twenty , the 
French Galleys came up, and all haſting co the 
General Rendezyovz, 


On 
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On the nineteenth of the ſame Month the Duk© 
of Beaufort appear'd with his Fleet in Candia Road, 
being precipitated from the Rendezvouz by g Let- 
ter 4am the Captain General in the Town, re- 
preſenting the pregnant Exigence of the Garriſon, 
that the Turks had made themſelves Maſters of 
the Baſtion of St. Andre entirely , that they had 
made ſo conliderable breaches inthe Retrenchment, 
that they were not ſecure of defending ir rwo 
days : that they incroacht howerly upon the Ports, 
and were in 2 fire way with their Platformes, and 
Batteries , of Commanding them quite , and in- 
terrupting all poſſibility of Relief. That without 
preſent aſliſtance all rhings would be gefperate, 
and the whole charge and preparation for their 
reſcue, fruſtrate and ineffeual. 

His Excellence being ſurpriſed at this news, 
Sayles immediately to Standia an Ifznd ſome 
three leagues diſtance from Candie, he ſends or- 
ders forthwith to Cher:go for rhe Galleys to fol- 
low him with all ſpeed, and the next day adyances 
for the Town , Where heno ſooner arrived , but 
he was attended by M, Caftelan , and receiv'd a 
puncuzl accomprt of the condition of the place, 
which was too bad ro admir of any delay , or fo 
much as the ſtaying nll the Galleys came up. 

Whereupon he let Sayle immediatly for Can- 
aia, and going himſelt prefently on ſhoar , a 
Councel was called,in which it was concluded, that 
'No time ſhould be loſt, that all the forces under 
the Command of the Dake de Navailles ſhould be 
inſtantly Landed. T hat in reſpe& , the Turks had 


not only got poſleſſion of the Baſtion of S. Andve, 
i 4 planted 
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planted their Canon there , and done irrepairable 
prejudice to both their Retrenchments , but on 
- the Sabontera lide alſo advariced their approaches, 
cut off their ſally-Ports , and raiſed with incre- 
dible labour a platforme in the Sea, which would 
in a ſhort time block up the Haven, beat down 
the Arſenal, and indanger the Town, that there- 
fore it would be expedient , they ſhould the next 
morning attempt to remove them on that {ide , in 
purſuance of which reſolution, for as- much as 
they had certaine intelligence their forces on that 
ſide were 8000. ſtrong , well entrench'd , and ac. 
commodatedwith Artillery , Granadoes , and all 
things requilite for their defence , that the whole 
power they could make, ( without leaving the 
Town too naked and expoſed) ſhould be drawn 
out as privately and as early as was poſlible, in 
Order to which the Duke of Beaufort went him- 
ſelf that evening , with the Duke ot Navailles ro þ 
make choice of their ground, and to.diſcry the 
face and poſture of the enemy , in which ſpeculati- 
on the Duke de Beaufort , as an unlucky progno- 
ſick of his following miſ-fortune , receiv'd a {light Þi 
hurt with a Granadoe , to the Conſternation of 
them all. 

The forces being landed, and the General X1c- 
reſins ingaged to aſſiſt them with (1x hundred Pijo- 
neers, and what men he could poſlible ſpare out 
of the Garriſon, having concluded , the rear of 
the Enemy to be moſt acceſſible, and the Fort of 
Demetrixs moſt convenient for their Sally , a new 
Courcel was held, and the Army reſoly'd to be 
frawn ove in this manner,

men out of each Squadron with fifty Graradiers 
at the head of them, and three Troops of horſe in 
the Rear ; next them followed the Regiments of 
Loraine and Brittany , Commanded by Ganres and 
Sr. Vakier , with four T roopes of horie upon the 
wings z after them marcht the Regiments of Xon- 
zague, Fonſal, and Grance.

were agreed upon and Hoſtages given on both lides, 
Vit. tur the YVenetians, Segnior Calbo Commil- 
ſary of the Proviltons, de Kiva Lieutexant of the 
Cenerals Guards, and Zaccaria Moccemego , for 
the Turks , the Beglerbeg of Temiſwar , e Maho- 
met Raſſa, the Agt ot the Janiſaries , and CaſſiBey, 
the Tefferdat of Komilia. 

The Turks Hoſtages were ſent immediately in- 
to the Town, . and the Yenetians into their Camp, 
where they were receiv'd by the Grand Viſier with 
great humanity , a rich apartement aſſigned them, 
a Guard of Faxiſaries to attend then whither the 
pleas'd, and 'a Table of thirty diſhes a Meal al- 
low'd them , ro which was added the civility ,of 
ſeveral Vilits from the Viſiter himſelf , and all'the 
chief Officers of his Army. 

The Articles agreed upon , and afterwards on 
the 19. of September ratify'd by the Senate , and 
the Grand Segnior, were theſe. - 

I. That the City of Candia ſhould be ſurren- 
Ored into the hands of the Grand Viſter , to injoy 
abſolutely, and freely diſpoſe of as a place belong- 
ing to the Grand Segnior. 

2. That all Forrs, and Principal Ports of the 


land of Candia', with the Inſulets adjacent which 
are 
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are now in the Poſſeſſion of the moſt Serene Re- 
publique of Yenice, ſhall ſtill remain under the 
Obedience of the ſaid Republique , as they were 
before the ben of the War. | 

3+ Thar all the Iflands in the Archipelago , and 
other Seas, that are in the Poſſeſſion ot the moſt 
Serene Republique of Yenice. ſhall contive as be- 
fore'under the entire and abſolure Juriſdition of 
the ſaid Republique, 

4+ That the Fort of Ci:{a, and all other places 
in Dalmatia, and Albania, conquer'd by the moſt 
Serene Republique of Yenice , from: the Turks, 
ſhall remaine to the (aid Republique - in ſoveraign- 
ty, and independant. 

5. Thar neither of the two parrys fhal] be 
bound or obliged to ſupply the other with any ſum 
of moneys, or any other thing whatſoever, under 
pretence of reimburſement of the Charge and Ex+ 
pence of the War; or by way of penſion, preſent, 
or any other Title whatſoever. 941 

6. That the Grand Vilier permit, and grant the 
Captain General ſo much time as isConvenjent and 
Neceflary,for the carrying all Ammunition, either 
for War or food our of the City of Candia : 
Thar he freely conſent that all Souldrters march out 
of the place with their Armes and Baggage. Thar 
he permit the Inhabitants who have nodelire to 
continue there, to retire with their Famil ys, Rings 
and Jewels, whither they pleaſe, That he conſent 
thar the Captain General may carry away all 
the Republiques ſ:cred veſlels , and all Ornaments 
whatſoever belonging to their Churches. 

7. That the Captain General may take out

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of the City of Candia 320. Braſs Guns, whic 
are to be in the power and at the free diſpoſal of 
the moſt ſerene Republique of Venice. 

3. Thar-the Priſoners and Slaves taken on both 
ſides during; the Siege of Candia, be immediately 
reſtored , the Captain General. and the Grand Vi- 
fier iſſuing oyr their Orders requir'd for the Exc- 
cution of this Article. | 

' 9. Thir li theſe Articles agreed and faithfully 
Executed , both partys ſhall ſwear and promiſe 
r0 preſerve the Peace reciprocally and inviobably 
| for the advantage of the Trade , and the mutual 
quier of both their ſubje&s. 

On Friday. the 27 of September, the forces were 
drawn out of the City of Candia, according to 
the ſaid Articles, and the Keys fent the ſame day 
to the Viſter , who receiv'd them with much ſatis- 
fation , rewardiny the perſon that brought them 
with a large ſum of money : having receiv'd thei, 
he fent-immediately into the Town to cleanſe the 
Streets, and thoſe few houſes which were left, 
and to remove the dead bodys out of the Churches 
of St. Francis ,, St. Titus, St. Salvator, and St. Pe- 
ter, which he deligned as e Hoſques for the wor- 
ſhip of Mabomer, 

On the fourth of Oftober the Town being 
cleans'd, and the Articles (to the immortal ho- 


nor of the Grand Vilier) punQually perform'd, 


he made his Solemn Entry into it at the Breach of 
St Andre, with his whole Army conliſting of a- 
bout 15000- Souldiers, and eleven thouſand 
pioneers , belides his neceflary attendants ; he 
tound rhe Town naked of all proviſions , e's -

The Peace being Concluded and gr in 


this manner, and the Town 1n the poſition of 
the Turks Thez Generaliſſimo ſorojins, cormit- 
ting the conduct of the reſt of the !cet (which was 
then at Sraridia,) ro the Mytuagement vr M. St 
Andre Mombran, wer kimiclt with a Squadron 


furnith'd with Ammunuen and Provi{ton, and fe- 
veral Others of Quality , (that wete Natives,) 5 


to Suda Spinalongas and the reſt of theGarriſons re- 
ſerv'd by the Articles, to reinforce and farniſh 
them with all things coivenient and neceſlary in« 
caſe of any danger, or iniult. 

This done, the Generaliſlimo having certify'd 
the loſs of the Town, and the number of the 1n- 
habitants that had delerred the Ifland, and were 
at preſent without any habi:aticn,he recmomended 
to the Senate the appointing ot ſome place and 
way for their ſubliſtance, and Orders were iſſued 
out accordingly for theirreceprion in the Town 
of Pola, and Perenzo in Iſtria. The Archbiſhop of 
Carndia having loſt his Biſhoprick was recom- 
penc'd with the Church of St. Gregory in Venice, 
and the Revenue that belongs to it : tro which places 
having recommended and tranſported them all, 


he return'd himſelf ro Venice, and in acknowledg- . 
ment of his great ſervices, was with great Solemni-. 


ty choſe one of the Grand Conncel, which was 
honor Extraordinary , becauſe at that time the 


number 
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' number was compleat , and no Vacancy at all, 

And thus the City of Gandia, that with ſo 
much honor for ſo many years had oppos'd it 
felf ro the puiflance of the Orromen Empire , was 
at laſt (after three years continual Siege , after 
more Execution of men , and more Stratagems of 
War, then perhaps is legible in the Chronicle of 
any age,) forc'd to a ſerrender, but with this honor 
and apology, that it had ſlain and deſtroy'd near 
1 00000. of their men, that it had given ſo Jong 
opportunity for their tumulrs, and confulions ar 
home , m_ at laſt by their Mines under 
the Town , and their Granadoes playing per- 
petually into it , they were reduc'd to the greateſt 
neceſfiry imaginable, yet could not they be forc'd 
to diſhonorable conditions , or perſwaded to doe 
any thing at laſt incongruous with the bravery of 
their Comportment during the whole viege. 
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
